Emma Goldman Will Not Be Allowed 
to Enter United States 


(Special to tke Times). 

SeSitUcu ^t. n.— It is now believed 
that the estenei>*e purchases of tim¬ 
ber lands on Vaneduver Island within 
Ibe past two or three months were 
made by agents of two groups of capi- 
lallats who are struggling for su¬ 
premacy In timber holdlnga. One of 
the bandr of capitalists is headed by 
I. P. Morgan, and with him are found 
Jantea J. Hill and Frederick Weyer- 
baussr. The latter is said to be even 
rl'^her than Rockefeller. The other 
party 19 John D. Rockefeller. 

Sales of enormous areas of timber 
Lands on Vancouver Island have been 
numerous of late, and the heavy pur- 
;hsises are believed to have been made 
by tbe agents of either of the two 
panda of capitalists. It Is said that 
the Blaiidatd Oil Oetnpany recently 
purchased 50,000 acres on Vancouver 
Utad, on which there are not leas than 
(.OM.OM.fOO feet of Hr and other woods. 
A Michigan syndicate recently closed a 
leal for 60,000 acres of timber land on 
the same island, and It Is supposed tt 
is eoanseted with the money kings. 

»Another party of men hailing from 
Iowa and supposed to be merely Stan- 
Sard Oil agents, have bought 910 square 
milea of timber lands on Vancouver 
Ipland and on the Mainland. Addition- 
tl purchases have bben made In the 
province, and It is the underatandfng 
that many of them are in the interest 
9f the Standard Oil and the Hill-Mor- 
yan-Weyerhauser combine. 

The United States government’s in- 
reallgatlon into the question.

“Nothing has yet been decided,” he 
added, “regarding the date of starting 
to work on the main line of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific from Edmonton to Prince 
Rupert. We are now doing work on

Moat Important of 
these li the creating, under section 
four'of the decree of a Ctal Chen Tuan, 
of “ministry for discussion of state 
affairs." The purpose of this body la 
to evolve reform measures throughout 
conferences between the great vice¬ 
roys or tbelr delegated representatives 
and the head men to be chosen by tbe 
various cRIea and towns directly. 
When such pr^lminary laws are ad¬ 
opted as will Insure local self-govern¬ 
ment through leaders chosen by the 
people themselves. It will be thne to 
consider the next step, namely, the 
selection of delegates to a convention 
In the nature of a parlismeni.

And with this 
object In view the department la now 
looking for an expert packer to give 
demonstrations at the forthcoming 
’meetings of the Farmers' Inatttutea. 

The Hood River District in Oregon 
has attained to an enviable reputation 
for the development of progressive 
ideas with raapect to fruit packing, and 
if possible an expert will be secured 
from that place. 

In caauatly speaking on this subject 
this morning, J. R. Anderson, the 
deputy minister of agriculture, obssrvr 
ed that the people ef Ontario were now 
taking lessons from the west tq fruit 
packing, and some of the prominent 
fruit raisers lb the Niagara peninsula 
are obtaining carloads of knock down 
boxes from this province, which haa 
proven Itself specially fitted for the 
prodtfctlra of such boxes, both In ma¬ 
terial and the art of manufacture.

For like the 
brig Mary Celeste, which for forty 
year* has been the unsolved mystery 
of the Mediterranean, no helmsman 
stood at the wheel.

Then going to the open cabin door he 
looked In and saw s table spread with 
a white cloth, and on It the remains 
of a half-flnlshed meal where, appar- 
mtly not long before, two men had eat 
down at dinner. 

Two hunters’ coats lay across the 
chairs, and a half empty demijohn 
stood on the floor by the side of the 
' table. A search of the pock et* of the 
coats revealed nothing of the identity 
of the two men whoee fate rMnalns a 
mystery. 

No name Is painted on tha stern, j 
Some myateiioua sea change had conM 
over the craft and left no clew to tell 
whence she came or who were the crew 
who. a few hours before, had eat down 
to their meal In her cabin. On the deck 
waa a’heap of feathers recently pluck¬ 
ed, . Her anchor was on the forecastle 
hei^. and there was no sign of moor¬ 
ing line*, which might have Indicated 
that she had broken adrift after her 
crew had gone ashore. The peak of the 
mainsail was lowered, but save for that 
all her canvas was drawing in the light 
wind as though she were guided by 
human hand. 

McGllvray towed the nameless sloop 
to the Howard street wharf, where she 
remains. All day the habitues of die 
water front. In the towboat offleet and 
on the craft moored at the neighboring 
docks dlscuased the mystery of the 
white sloop. To some It was a story 
of foul play and the hurried escape of 
a murderer after effacing the traces of 
his crime. To the othere the demijohn 
on the cabin floor was the clew on 
which they based thalr theory of a 
night of drunken stupor, in which the 
triBa who had prepared but who had not 
finished the dinner in the cabin were 
wa^ed from the deck In their sleep. 
Some said it was merely a case of a 
craft unsklllfully moored that had bro¬ 
ken adrift

Negaune. Mich- Sept. <0.—By a cage 
plunging 700 feet dow'n the shaft of 
the Jones ft Laughlln Steel Company's 
mine, eleven men were killed and seven 
fatally Injured to-day. The list of the 
known dead Is as follows: Charles 
Kent, underground captain: Alfred J. 
Wells, Jos. Rodda, Matt Linds. John 
Aho. John Clerl, Thos. Bllgt. Antonio 
Curto, John Johnson. 

The cage with Its human freight was i 
being iow'ered on Us first trip for the 
day. when the brake on the hoisting 
drum suddenly failed to hold. Two 
other men sprang to the aaslstanee of 
the one at the brake wheel, but their 
combined efforts did not avail, and the 
wire cable continued to unreal from the 
drum like thread from a bobbin. The i 
cage shot down a couple of hundred j 
feet before a kink In the rapidly pay- i 
Ing out cable caused It to part, and | 
from that point the cage dropped to the | 
bottom of the shaft. 1 

The safety catches with which It 
was equlppM failed to operate, and the 
surging of the cable in lu mad flight 
tore out part of the side of the engine' 
house and ripped out several of the 
sheaves in and about the shaft house. 

The machinery Is not entirely new. 
but It had been thoroughly overhauled 
and the officials cannot account for 
the sudden Inefficiency of the hoisting 
gear. 

Workmen at the bottom of the mine 
Immediately set about the gruesome 
task of removing the dead. The seven 
hundred feet fall had huddled the 
bodies together, and there they lay 
In one pUe. « mass of lifeless flesh and 
blood. Several of the men were found 
still alive, but they are fatally hurt. 

Thousands of people soon <‘ongregat- 
ed about the mine shaft. In the crowd 
were the wives and children of *the 
100 miners employed In the mine. Each 
thought that a husband or a parent or 
a son was In the cage. There was no 
way of relieving the suspense, as the 
falling cage blocked the exit. It was 
fully two hours before the cable was 
adjusted so that the cage could be 
raised to the surface. During all that 
time women with babies In their arms 
fainted away and children cried tays- 
tertcally. When all the miners came 
from the underground and many of 
their families who worked In the mine, 
the sOene Was awful. The priests and 
mlnlstbrs moved amongihe'people con¬ 
soling them and begging them to be 
calm.

ductions. It is exp«M*ted that ofrcluara 
announcing the changes will be issued.

This year we have added the brewery 
workers, leather w’orkere on hose goods, 
electrical workers, bridge and struc¬ 
tural Ifon worker*, bakery and coofec- 
tionary workers and the United Broth¬ 
erhood of Carpenters, making fourteen 
^r.ternatlonal bodies, comprising 296 
locals with 14.570 members, giving a 
revenue of 81,042.01. 

“In addition to this I have been In¬ 
formed that the Iron moulder*, priht- 
Ing pressmen, glass bottle blowers. 
Pattern Maki^rs' League, and the Na¬ 
tional Brotherhood of Operative Pot¬ 
ters will affiliate and pay the tax from 
their headquarters on October 15th 
next. It Is. therefore, evident that In 
the very near future we will have near¬ 
ly all the international unions In. tax¬ 
ing their Canadian member* direct, 
the same as I* done In the American 
Federation of Labor.”

Measured by the present market price 
of $440 a‘ share, the holdings of Mr. 
Rockefeller in the Standard OH Com¬ 
pany. have a value of IIOS.OOO.OOO. 

The stockholders’ record of August 
17th. 1907. shows that the University of 
Chicafo ;■ the owner of 5.000 shares of 
Standard Oil stock. The depreciation 
in the price of Standard Oil stock 
within tejT years, or since the agita¬ 
tion against the company began, has 
been more than 8400 a share. This 
represent* a lots of over 8100 . 000,000 on 
the holdings of Rockefeller, The shrink¬ 
age also affects the University of Chi¬ 
cago to the extent of 88.000,000.

Sept. 20.—A Globe dispatch 
from Ottawa says: “The government 
have no desire to abrogate the present 
treaty with Japan, giving unrestricted 
freedom of accesa to all Japanese sub¬ 
jects entering Canada unless it Is found 
that tho present negotiations prove 
abortive. The abrogation of the 
treaty would forfeit the several tariff 
considerations Canada now has from 
Japan, and i^outd seriously- militate 
against the continuation of the present 
rapid growth of Canadian trade with 
that country, and any cessation of the 
present favorable trade relations with 
Japan would be felt most seriously by 
British Columbia.

of the treaty, the government will not 
hesitate to abrogate the treaty. As to 
the conditions under which the treaty 
can be abrogated, there Is possibly 
some room for doubt. At the act pass¬ 
ed last year the Canadian parliament 
agreed practically unanimously that 
the provisions of Great Britain’s treaty 
with Japan should also apply to Can¬ 
ada. Under the conditions of that 
treaty each power bound Itself to ob¬ 
serve the agreement for at least eleven 
years from the date of Its ratification, 
namely. July 1899. The treaty, conse¬ 
quently. has three years to run. In 
respect to the Canadian agreement, 
however, a clause was added stating 
that It should remain In force until the 
expiration of six months from the date 
on which one of the high, contracting 
parties shall have announced the In¬ 
tention of terminating It."

STEAMSHIP ACCOMMODA'nON. 


Improvements in Space Set Aside for 
Immigration Passengers. 


Ottas'a. dept. 20.—The steamship 
companies are Improving In a great 
degree thoir accommodation for Immi¬ 
gration t^assengora While Mr. Scott 
waa In Liverpool ^an agent from Bos¬ 
ton, Lincolnshire, was contracting for 
four hundred passengers and paying 
Cl each to the oteamshlp company to 
secure the passage. A modlOed form 
of the system of bonuslng booking 
agents In England Is now* being applied 
on the continent. Besides the restric¬ 
tive lews. Immigration work on the 
continent Is complicated by the exist¬ 
ence of two or more Atlantic shipping 
combines or conferences. Ships sailing 
from British ports, through w’hich the 
Scandenavlan* traffic comes, form one 
conference, an*! ships sailing from 
Germany.

The case of the rreat Pacific liners of 
tha Great Northern Railway Company 
of tha United States aptly illustrates, 
aa Mr. 1. J. Hill has pointed out, tha 
handicap which American statesmen 
have imposed upon the shipping Indus¬ 
try. And the curious thing Is that, 
despite the dear-bought lessons of ex¬ 
perience, there Is not the slightest Im¬ 
mediate prospect of a change of pol<cy. 
The sacred tariff must not be touched, 
even although all'men who have given 
any attention to the subject know that 
if it were swept away, or possibly only 
modified, not a nation on the face of 
the earth could long maintain a fight 
for maritime supremacy with the 
wealthiest of all powera Therefore, 
until a fiscal revolution shall ba 
brought about In Hte UnHed 'StaXea. 
that country will not be a factor In the 
shipping business of the Atlantic or of 
the Pacific. The only part Ametleans 
can take In the lousiness is that of giv¬ 
ing an enthusiastic welcome to the 
successive productions of the British 
and the German yarda 
The effect of the performance of the 
Lusitania upon the minds and the 
ambitions of Canadians is also worthy 
of note. The distance 'from land to 
land across the Atlantic Is eight hun¬ 
dred miles shorter by the northern 
than by the southern route. The fact 
Is an eighteen-knot steamer of the C. 
P. R. has landed her malls at a Cana¬ 
dian port In quicker time than the 
Lusitania delivered hers at New York. 
If the shortening of the voyage by a 
few hours is so destrkble as to Justify 
the expenditure of millions of dollars 
in improving steamers, how much will 
the cutting of a day and a half off the 
Atlantic trip be worth? That is what 
can be done by putting steamers of the 
first class on the Canadian ro^le. It 
will be done some day not la the far 
distant future. Then the supremacy 
of New York as the headquarters of 
Atlantic passenger and freight trafllc 
will be challenged. >■

The fact If 
all the correspondence between the 
Colonial Office and the representative 
of the Crown in Canada questions the 
com}>et4>nce of local legislatures to deal 
with Immigration and explicitly draws 
attention to the complications with 
foreign pAtions which would be certain 
to fofiow the enactment by provinces 
of such legislation. We did'not expect 
to silence the Attorney-General by an 
exposure of his mendacity. 'He Is not 
easily abashed. But there Is evldencs 
In his shuffling and quibbling that, 
braxen as he is, Mr. Bowser does not 
rellgh the position In which he has 
placed himself.

LESSONS FROM THE ACHIEVE¬ 
MENT OF THE LUSITANIA. 


San Francisco has experienced an* 
other shock—this lime an earth tremor. 
The people of the California metropo¬ 
lis ought to be Innured to such trem¬ 
ors now. When the earth Is not 
trembling beneath their feet the mu¬ 
nicipal atmosphere Is vibrating with 
scandalous revd^atlons. If San Fran¬ 
cisco were not a pretty solidly estab¬ 
lished city she would long ago have 
been shaken ftom her foundations. 


It Is very Interesting to note some of 
the comments of the press on both sides 
of the Atlantic on the achievement of 
the Cunard Company In producing such 
a magnlfieent specimen of marine 
architecture as the steamship Lusi¬ 
tania and the altogether unique 
achievement of the vessel herself In 
clipping six hours from the Atlantic 
record on her maiden voyage. 

. The Oefman newspapers affect to re¬ 
gard the event.wUh complacency. They 
contend that the egpertment of the 
Canard Company, and of the British 
government In partnership with the 
company, has not bei^n Jastified by re¬ 
sults.» They 4 >oiai out that one. of the 
productions of the German yards stilt 
holds the record for a day’s run (60t 
knots), and tha^ the fact has nett been 
demonstrated by the performance of 
the Lusitania that turbine engines are 
In any respect superior to the orthodox 
type, while In some respects they are 
admittedly Inferior. The answer to 
such criticism—although the Cunard 
people, feeling secure^ in'their position, 
have not deigned to notice them—Is 
that the Lusitania's engines have not 
yet been proved. The vessel’s per¬ 
formance has never yet beei^ equalled 
upon an initial trip. During one of the 
days she logged over 580 knots, al¬ 
though engulfed for more than an hour 
In a fog bank. But for that delay *8he 
would have made a new record for a 
day's run as well as a still more re¬ 
markable record for the complete trip. 
Consequently, while the operating com¬ 
pany Is silent in the face of adverse 
criticism, there' Is every likelihood that 
It Is content to wait with confidence 
for fuKher results. 

The American press Is more friendly 
In its treatment of the greatest mari¬ 
time event of all time. It evidently re¬ 
gards the Lusitania as In part, at least, 
an American iostltutloa seeing that 
she was constructed specially to meet 
the requirements of the growing trade 
between Great Britain and the United 
States. She is perhaps viewed In a 
spirit akin to that which took posses¬ 
sion of the American who beheld the 
wonderful docks of Ltveri^ol for the 
first time. 'With a comprehensive sweep 
of bis arm. which took In all the sub- 
stj^tlal works adorning the banks of 
tHi Mersey, he calmly informed his 
cokupstnlon that "we built ’em.” mean¬ 
ing of course that the docks were the 
vsrir substantial results of trade with 
ths United States. In that sense also 
the Lusitania is an American Institu- 
tlsn. And she was welcomed In New 
rjrk almost as cordially as it she had 
been actually easistriieted in the yards 
of ths Cramps. 

StUI anyone who gives daily attention 
to the comments of the newspapers of 
the United Stats will observe a minor 
note of dtscontMit with conditions 
which at present exist In the Atlantic 
trade. Why la It that the competition 
for maritime, supremacy Is practically 
confined to Germany, a nation with a 
total of perhaps fits porta (few of them 
of consequence) and Great Britain, a 
nation wbosa position as mtstreis of 
the seas was menaced about half a 
century ago by the United States when 
■bs possessed a mere fraction of ths 
wealth of which she boasts to-day? 
That is ths question—and it la being 
answered in all kinds of ways except 
the right one. Some writers ctglm It ts 
due to the "encquragemsnt” of govsm- 
menta that Germany and Orest Britain 
are supreme In the Atlantic paesengar 
trade, while tbs United States, the 
country in which the bulk of the trade 
originates, Is incapable of j^roduolng a 
Ship which could bs maintained for a 
fiRUr Is fkcs of foreign eompetJUoto Aa

Comrades of the class-conscious cuH 
evidently deeply desire that they shag 
be singled out by the eyes of an ob?

Now York, Bept. JO.—-Bradstreet’s to¬ 
morrow will say: Whether attributable 
to tho Improvement Id the flnanlal 
situation or because of favorable wea¬ 
ther allowing crop development, thore 
la a perceptibly better feeling in com¬ 
mercial lines. Tlte retail trade has 
hardly been as brisk as desired because 
the warm weather has not permitted 
fall buying. 

Still the volume of shipments is heavy 
and smaller markets are reporting the 
Influence of completed harvests. 

There are still man/ cro8s-cBrr<mts 
visible whloh prevent generaTtsattoh. 
and enough Irregularity to convince 
rngny observers that a quieting down 
of demand is not improbable. Collec¬ 
tions as a whole are quieter, but there 
are more retiuests for renewals and 
some large manufacturing enterprises 
with profitable contracts on hand have 
received financial assistance to tide 
them over the tight money period. 

The feeling in Iron ia better, inquiry 
manlfeeting itself, but the quotations 
are no firmer, some lines being lower. 
Btiil further reductions have invoked 
only a small volume of buying, and 
lead Is also lower, with i^strtction of 
output on both metals actively in pro¬ 
gress. 

Business failures in the United States 
for the week ending September 19th 
numbers 179, against 172 last week, and 
171 in the same week of 1909. 

Canadian failures for the week num¬ 
bers 40, as against 22 last week, and 29 
a year ago. 

Wheat, Including flour exports from 
the United States and Canada, for 
the week ending September 19th. ag¬ 
gregated 4.240.R64 bpahels, as against 
6.291,199 busheU Ukt w«ek. and 4,977.5n 
bushels 'this week last year. 

R. G, Dun A Company's weekly trade 
review to-morrow will say: Distribu¬ 
tion of fall merchandise at retail in¬ 
creases steadily, except in s«>me sec- 
' tions where the weather has been un¬ 
favorable. Jobb^s are still forward¬ 
ing large consignfhents of dry goods 
and other lines, and reports from the 
interior indicate confidence In all sus¬ 
tained business'for autumn and win- 
i ter. Some interruption was caused by 
I the religious observance, and there are 
still complaints of caution at eastern 
cities regarding future operations on 
account of the financial situation, but 
' on the whole mercantfie collections are 
; more prompt. Manufacturers have or- 
i ders on hand assuring active machin- 
' er/ pdeliverles for some months, while 
j each week puts more agricultural 
I products beyond the reach of early 
I froats. 


For allowing six Japanese who were 
deported on the steamer Indiana to 
escape, that vessel has been fined a 
sum of $900. When the Indiana made 
her first trip to Vancouver from Hono¬ 
lulu with a cargo of Japanese, six of 
those on board were dist'overed Co be 
stowaways and were c-onsequently 
held by Dr. Munm, the immigration 
officer of the Terminal City, for deport¬ 
ation, until such time as the Indiana 
should again reach these waters. As 
will be remembered, the Indiana again 
came from Honolulu with a further 
numbr'r of the brown tnen, and when 
she w'as on her return journey the 
Jap stowaways were placed on Board. 
When the vessel reached Nanaimo the 
Japs, either through a lax watch or by 
Surreptitious a Id. made their escape 
from the vesstd and landed on ths 
shore. Since that tlrfi'e—a few days 
ago—they h&ve not been heard of. 

Dr. Milne, the Dominion immigration 
official in Victoria, was informed of 
the occurrence and at once placed the 
matter in the hands of the police. The 
Japs are how being searched for, and 
in the meantime, ponding their cap¬ 
ture. the Indiana has been fined 1900 and 
Dr. Milne has ordered her detention in 
Nanaimo, where there is a likelihood 
she will remain for some days until 
such time as an exhaustive search has 
been made.

1 Ths city council will have two mat- 
Atert to conalder on Monday night 
"which may add to Its burden of prob¬ 
lems. One ts a pettt(oil from tho prop¬ 
erty-owners of Government street, pro¬ 
testing against assessment tor the 
forthcoming re-pavIng of the street. 
<wnd the other is a promise of legal pro¬ 
ceedings through the city's action In 
destroying m>me property owned by 
Miss Parshalle, without obtaining her 
ganetton. 

The first matter is likely to occasion 
coasldecable discussion and may result 
ia delaying the improvement of the 
street. At a recent meeting the coun¬ 
cil decided that the property-owners 
should pay only^alf of the usual as¬ 
sessment on the work, as the present 
pavement was constructed to last ten 
years, and the assessment was spread 
over that period. The pavement, al¬ 
though U has only been laid for five 
years, la now worn out and the coun¬ 
cil decided that the property-owners 
could not be assessed for the whole 
period. It was, therefore, arranged 
that ths property-owners should com¬ 
plete paying the remaining assessment 
iy*n the present pavement and that they 
1 pay for the last five years> as¬ 

sessment on the new pavement. 

A new phase of the question will be 
brought up at Monday's meting w’hen 
a largely signed petition will be pre¬ 
sented protesting against the assess¬ 
ment for the new pavement. The point 
raised by the petitioners Is that the 
work of re-paving the street Is purely 
repair work, and must be done at the 
city’s expense. The petition is as fol¬ 
lows:

I. The Bsld pavement at the time It was 
laid was Mttinaled by the city authorities 
to be good for ten years, whereas at the 
present time only half that period has 
elapsed and the said pavement Is In a 
state almost unfit for traffic, and the 
street generally in a worsq condition 
than before It waa laid. 

8. That the work of repaving the said 
/Street Is a work of oridlnayy repair or 
malntenagoskragid^s such ahofTH bp* don* t> 
at the expCnM of the munlcIpaUty gener¬ 
ally, in accordance with section 2S9. sub¬ 
section 6 of the "Municipal Clauses Act." 
The said sub-aection Is as follows: "(9) 
Nothing contained in the preceding sub- 
aectlons shall be construed to apply to 
any work of or^nary repair or mainten¬ 
ance, but an works constructed under 
the said preceding sub-eectlons shall 
thereafter be kept in good and sufficient 
etate of repair at the expense of the 
municipality generally," and the un<^r- 
slgned contend that the said proposed 
work comet nithin the terms of the said 
sub-section and that it !s not within the 
power of the city to make any further 
assessments upon tbe local improvement 
plan for carrying out the said work.

"(1) Shall legislation be sought at 
the next provincial legislature to re¬ 
move the control and management of 
the waterworks property of the city, 
the operation of waterworks and water 
supplies and the (axatlon therefrom, 
out of the jurisdiction of the city 
council and to place them In the hands 
of commissioners? 

"(2) Shall such commissioners be 
elected and hold office as follows, one 
to be appointed or named by the 
IJeutenant-Govemor in council, one to 
be appointed or named by the chief 
justice of British Columbia for the time 
being, and one to be appointed or 
named by the property-owners of the 
city?" 

Aid. Fell, when asked for a statement 
im respect to the above motion, re¬ 
fused to talk on it. "I will say noth¬ 
ing about it until It comes before the 
council." he said when questioned by 
a reporter. 

The proposed change in the admln- 
latratlon of the city's waterworks mat¬ 
ters, upon which It is proposed to take 
the census of opinion at ths election 
constitutes a new proposition In Vic¬ 
toria. although in some of the larger 
cities the government of waterworka 
affairs by commissioners is In prac¬ 
tice. In tWb proposed method of elec¬ 
tion. Aid. Fell’s suggsstlon differs ma¬ 
terially from the plan which la fol¬ 
lowed in cities where commissioners 
arc appointed. It will be noticed that 
two of the three appointees suggested 
are to be named by the provincial gov¬ 
ernment and the chief justice, accord¬ 
ing to Aid. Fell's plan, while Che city 
property-owners, who are. after all, 
more vitally Interested than anybody 
else, are to appoint one.

Man Who Has Saved Forty-Eight 
Lives and Recovered 104 Bodies. 


George Little it the “best customer” 
the East London coroner ever had. ac¬ 
cording to the coroner himself. 

He is a lighterman, la 48 years old. 
and has saved no fewer than 48 Uvea— 
one for every year—from drowning, and 
recovered KM bodies from the wdter. 

The 104th body formed the subject of 
an inquest held.by Mr. Wynne Baxter 
at Poplar. Little gave evidence. 

“You have been a regular cuatomer 
of mine for years,” said the coroner. 
“I don't know how many bodies you 
have picked up. but they would make 
quite a parliament. I should think: but 
they don't talk so much when you find 
them as they do here.” 

“He is known as the champion body- 
snatcher.” lemarked a Juror. 

LIttte. who la a thick-set man. dis¬ 
claimed the'honor of that title, when 
seen the other day at Bromley, on the 
ground that it might lead to misunder¬ 
standing.

Governor Assassinated. 

We have been supplied with a copy* 
of a letter sent home by a naval ofll- 
cer, describing a memorable visit to 
Wuhu. says the Naval and Military 
Record. The writer says: 

I have just got back from Anking. 1 
think I told you In my last letter I had 
been up there with the consul, calling 
on the governor, who asked all sorts of 
tunny quesllona On our arrival at 
Wuhu from Anking the consul went* on 
shore, and I was preparing to go to 
Nanking on the Monday, when the con¬ 
sul came off on Sunday and told me the 
governor at Anking had been shot by 
revolutionaries, who had seised the' 
town: so we coaled and left that 
night at S p. m., and steaming all night 
got there at 9 ar m. Only.lOS miles, but 
a tremendous current all the way 
against up I did not expect to be buck 
again so soon, as It was only five days 
since I bad been there before. The dan¬ 
ger was that the revolutionaries would 
massacre all the missionaries. The 
Chinese lorernmsat sent up 4.000 slld- 
lers. most of them aniylng after I ar¬ 
rived. The mlssionariee were very glad, 
to see us. and I gave them a red flag 
for day and night signals, and Kid 
them we were all ready id land. II 
they required us all they he 1 to 
do wee to show the red flag 
or red light from their l.o«se. 
We should have had trouble If the 
soldiers had not captured the murderer 
at the time, and beheaded him at once. 
The governor Is dead, dying one hour 
after he was shot. I stayed flve days 
and then left. Just arrived back. All 
was quiet sgaln. I believe Anking Is 
called Nyankin on the chart. We are 
due at Shanghai at the end of this 
month. We had a grateful note from 
the missionaries to-day for our prompt 
arrival. I was not ordered to go, but 
went on my own Initiative, as I knew 
it would be anxious work for theit; 
and as It turned out we wpre the flrst 
ship to arrive, and the only man-of- 
war except two Chinese men-of-war. 
who passed Wqhu three hours before I 
left and arrived three hours after I did 
at Anking. —

During October a series of Important 
operations Is to be carried out in the 
North Sea.

Bo far as la known, 
the manoeuvres wilt extend over about 
a fortnight.

In the service, 
howf-ver. they will be watched with 
keen Interest, because It will be the 
first time Lord Charles has had so 
many ships to play with. The last big 
combined manoeuvres were^lrq|led by 
Admiral of the Fleet Sir A. K. Wilson, 
admittedly one of the greatest living 
masters of sea-craft, and there will be 
an opportunity of contrasting his 
methQjds with those of his popular suc¬ 
cessor. But even "Charlee B,*s" critics 
must admit that he has always shown 
energy and Initiative In handling ship# 
when scope fpr this has been given him. 

New Neva! Gun Record. 

H. M. S. Berwick, first-class armored 
cruiser, belonging to the Portsmouth 
division of the Home fleet, has secured 
what Is claimed to be this year's gun¬ 
nery record of the enttse navy, While 
at target practice with the 12 -pounder 
light quick-firers, eight guns averaged 
eight hits per minute, the best achieve¬ 
ment being that of a gun which fired 
nine rounds In 45 seconds and scored 
nine hits. The first ship of the. navy In 
last year's gunlayers' tests with 12 - 
pounders put in just over seven hits 
per minute. , 

Echo of Mafeklng. 

A three-inch, seven-pounder gun. 
dated 1873, which saw a great deal of 
service In (^pe Colony In various op¬ 
erations against native tribe# while in 
the hands of the Bechuanaland Border

Military Balloona 

The old balloon shed at Aldershot, If 
now obsolete for Its original purpose of 
Inflating balloons with gas and then 
hoiislng them till required for military 
purposea has at least served as a foun¬ 
dation for repartees at question time In 
the House of Commons, says a military 
correspondent of the Pell Mall OasetU.

It is the language of hope, the 
language of a youthful people sitting 
forth with songs to adventure, dis¬ 
cover. and a‘lB.

Ashing on the river bank, the 
deep-chested Lumber Jack singing In 
the forest, the girl laughing In the 
scented orchard, and the beaided 
8coU’ settler driving his plough across 
the virgin prairie, speak to their rouls 
In this vpomforUble language of licpe. 
There Is scarce a nmn breathing Cana¬ 
dian air who do*s not dream e£ for¬ 
tune. Certainly, for no man here Is life 
rutted and grooved and hedged about 
He can throw down a 


colored waters from the violet mists of 
pins-clad miiuntain sides, the rock-iprn 
thunder of her steady-falling torrenu. 
th« splendid rush of her slanting rap¬ 
ids. the wonderful width of her endless 
rivers, and the daasilng nuvnlAoence 
of her stormswept Inkes; it Is these 
moving waters, mors than the awful 
repose and the passionless Indifferenoe 
of her mountains, more than the ter¬ 
rible silence of her forests and the 
aching monotony of her prairie which 
daunt the soul with the thought of 
eternity.

and he knows that it is only as a 
child, with all humility, unselfish¬ 
ness. and in utter reverence that he

distances of eternity Into the ultimate 
presence of Ood the Father Almighty.

haun to Wttsburgh. Cleveland (where 
he escaped though hla bouse was close¬ 
ly watched), and Chicago (where he 
was racdgnlxed one day by Mr. Davitt).

For London's Pariahs. ^ 

Hall Caine has answered Professor 
Beers of Yale, whose accusation that 
English drama Is dead and English 
dramatists. If tested, couldn't produce 
anything worth staging, comes Just at 
a time to protide the newspapers with 
a sensational topic for discussion. Hall 
Caine, dramatically as Is his custom, 
introduced in answering Professor 
Beers, a scheme for the regeneration of 
England’s Dr. Parkhurst. and In an¬ 
swering Professor Beers Caine said: 

“In America a professor thinks the 
English drama Is dead because he 
can't see it. Well, many persons don’t 
see obvious things. I once knew* a man 
who passed through Trafalgar square 
every morning for tO. years without 
once seeing the lions at the foot of 
Nelson's monument, for the poor body 
w*as blind. 

“English drama is not dead and Is 
not dying. On the contrary, the old 
gentleman, who was bom before 
Shakespeare, is still alive and likely 
to marry another w*l(e and have an¬ 
other large family. In other words, I 
think English drama 4n the future will 
be the pulpit and platform of the peo¬ 
ple from which the great questions of 
life will be discussedr and that the 
theatre of the future w'ill be a great 
forum without ceasing to be a place 
of entertainment.’* 

While Hall Caine's dramas do not 
^nthuse English critics, hfs soctolc^l- 
cai >iews command the widest atten¬ 
tion. Hall Caine. wSo has been study¬ 
ing the problem feminine,, believes he j 
has found the solution, unintentional- j 
ly. w hile playing the part of Father I 
Vauggan. In hU .vehement protests 
against the smart set. Caine sets the 
task for' himself of telling (*x:Lety 
what it ought to do In his new play, 
which is not yet staged. He le dead¬ 
ly in earnest, and when he preaches all 
England listens. 

When asked what he would do in 
a practical way to meet the tragedy of 
fallen women, he said: 

'T should ask rich men for their mil¬ 
lions, that I might build or lease or 
rent the largest and the finest mansion 
for a home or refuge. I should place 
it In the heart of l^ondon. in the cso- 
j ter of gravity of the klngdo^ I 
I wished to reform, and far^ to face 
with the soul markets which I ex¬ 
pected to destroy. If these places 
were gorgeous, my home should be 
golden: If they biased with electric 
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Tuberculosis in Ireland. i 

Even the vital statistics talk politics < 
in Ireland. There is Ao declining birth¬ 
rate; It is the drain of emigration which : 
outbalances the excess of births over 
deaths. The infant mortality U much 
lower in Ireland than In England, llle** 
glUmacy, fairly common In Protestant 
Ulster. Is practically^ unknown In 
Catholic CH>nnaught. The Agures tell In 
short of a raee which has lost neither 
its vigor nor Its care for its children, 
nor its rigid morality. The one grim 
feature of the record published Is the 
appalling prevalence of tuberculosis in 
Ireland as compared with England. The 
death-rate Is higher than It was forty 
years ago. and it compares with that 
of England at 3.7 with 1.4. Mr. Bryce, 
in advocating the Laborers' Housing 
Bill, made a reference to the connec¬ 
tion between the disease and the artl- . 
Acial poverty of Ireland, which the op¬ 
position waa pleased to receive with 
scepticism and indignation. In these 
Agurea lies his JustlAcatlon. The mis¬ 
erable diet of the western peasant, and, 
above all, his mud shanty, are the ex¬ 
planation of the prevalence of tuber-* 
culosis. The Airless and insanitary 
cabin, with Its earthen Aoor, Its cramp¬ 
ed space, and its tiny sealed-up win¬ 
dow, is the natural breeding-place of 
tuberculosis. That cabin In Its turn is 
the outcome of a system of land ten¬ 
ure which allowed the landlord to 
wring a tribute from the peasant for 
the use of the bare soil, and Imposed 
nettber by the law nor custom the ob¬ 
ligation to build or to improve. A^ dis¬ 
ease which has reached these terrible 
proportions under theee conditions Is 
as much the direct outcome of politics 
as agarian crime or emigration Itself. 

Ladles* Revolver Club. 

A shooting club for ladles, to which 
"a hundred, including several M. P.'s 
wives, belong, and which was recently 
opened at 18 Regent street. Is so suc¬ 
cessful that it Is already making exten¬ 
sions. 

On Joining, a member Arst learns the 
mechanism of a weapon, and then is 
helped by a tutor. 

“Women are rapidly learning the use 
of revolvers,’’ said an official of the Club 
to a press representative. “They real¬ 
ise that they are Just as liable aa men 
are to be called upon to protect them- 
selvee against burglars. Hitherto, 
there have been no facilities whereby 
a woman could learn to shoot, unless 
she went Into the country. That is 
why we organised this club. 

“Twenty per cent, of our members, 
are women of title. They'drop In for 
a few minutes* practice every day -or 
so, and now we are so busy that ranges 
of which there are eight, have often to 
be booked In advance. Every month 
we have a competition by Afteen wo¬ 
men. They have twenty-four shots 
each. Out of a possible 120. the -aver¬ 
age woman scores 80. If any burglar 
is ever aimed at by one of our members 
he Is as good as dead. 

“We have thirty kinds of automatic 
and repeating rlAes and pistoTs, so as 
to make our members v^satlle enough 
to use any weapon In case of an emer¬ 
gency.” 

Eton Mystery. 

Etonians all oter the world will learn 
with surprise that the famous block on 
wlilch many of them have been swlsh- 
•d has been stolen, seriously or In a 
poke, from the headmaster’s room. No 
trace of it has been found. It dates 
back to 1770. and has many historic 
names cut on It. 

The theft has been kept secret, and it 
Is believed that the police have not 
been informed. Shortly after It was 
stolen another was put in Its place, and 
one not perfectly familiar with the old 
block would scarcely notice that the 
famous one is missing. 

It is said to have been taken on the 
night preceding the holidays. The dif¬ 
ficulty of removing so geqst a weight 
from an upstairs room to which un¬ 
privileged access seems Impossible from 
Inside or outside adds to the mystery. 
The doors of the headmaster's are 
kept locked after school hours'.

FACTS ABOUT THE OCEAN. 


The oceans occupy Ihree-fourlha of 
the surface of the earth. A mile down 
in the sea the water has a pressure of 
a ton to every square Inch. If a box 
€ feet deep waa filled with sea water., 
which waa then allowed to exaporate. 
there would be two Inches of sale left In 
the bottom of the box. 'Taking the av- j 
erago depth of the ocean to be thrqe i 
miles, there would be a layer of salt 440 ' 
feet thick covering the bottom, in case 
all the water should evaporate. In 
many places, especially in the Far 
North, the water freeses from the bot¬ 
tom upward. 

Waves are deceptive things. To look 
St them one would gather the impres¬ 
sion. that the whole Kvater travelled. 
This, however. Is not so. The water 
stays in the same place, but the mo¬ 
tion goes on. In great storms waves 
are sometimes 40 feet high, and their 
crests travel fifty mites an hour, the 
base of a wave (the distance from val¬ 
ley to valley), is considered as being 
fifteen thnee the height o/ the wave. 
Therefore a wave 28 feet high would 
have a base extending 176 feet. The

Yet this sort of th>ng, 
which _ 1 | imw coming to the IRiit as 
never before, marks all lands siid all 
fttgea. The rich and the powerful have 
tViAt been held rigidly to account, as 
ThaVe the poor and the weak, sida’s 
law Is Inequitable; human Justice Is 
not blind. A well known English week¬ 
ly has long nnalntalned a column of 
parallel cltatlotw of the iBeqQailtii>s of 
current administration of the law. .\ll 
these Qagrant Violations of the spirit 
ot fustlce are being resented to-day as 
never before, because of the worlo's 
quickened conscience and keener sense 

* of light.

A splcoh 
of mudt that would never be seen on 
a navvy’s clothes, stains the white 
satin of a bride or ths embyoidored 
garment of a noble. And so a little sin 
dooa by a loftily endowed and Inspired 
man ceases to be small.” 

Trouble From the Tongue. 

The loosely-wagging tongues that are 
cauaing half the world's misery should 
be admonished by this tragic story. It 
waa almply for speaking unadvisedly 
with bis lips that Moaea waa punished. 
One would be false to the needs of the 
times who failed to stress right here. 
The tongue Is the most wicked member 
of the body. It commits more crimes, 
and worse, than the mailed ftst The 
plstola and daggem and poleons of all 
the wdrld's aaeasslns do not Inflict the 
Injury upon humankind that is wrought 
'^hy Idle and malicious tongues. 

*/ Mr. Respectability excuses his fits of 
temper, with their harsh speech, as 
marcly "hla way.’* That ‘'waj'” shut 
Moeaa out of the promised land. Mrs. 
Society thinks It clever to eay cruel 
things about her neighbors; there Is 
mere maUoe In polished drawingroom 
goaalp than In back-fence billingsgate. 
Both wreck lives and break hearts. 
Maag wordf.. aneplcloas words, gossip¬ 
ing words, may all properly ex¬ 
coriated from the mountain top whence 
Mofao looked, with longing vision, 
upon the laod which his feet would 
never press; dll bscanse he Indulged a 
mdment’e anger and hot speech. What 
a quggeatkm of the 'Canaans out of 
t which we are all kept by the offeneea 
of that unruly evil! 

The Paselng ef a Orest Man. 

TIm newepaper^' death roll of the 
mighty eeema to have been tragically 
long of late. Many editorials, ar.ent 
the recent death of two patriarchal 
southern members of the United cutes 
^ at^te, have pictured the nobility of a 
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long life lived for the service of one'e 
country. The passing of such makes a 
peculiarly strong appeal to the imag¬ 
ination. More than once I have heard 
a certain editor of a great daily ssy 
that, to hlj mind, the most pathetic 
flguro In history Is this man Moses, 
who. having licked those miserable 
beggars of Israelites Into something 
like shape as a nation, and having 
borne all the burdens, should within 
sight of the goal have to He down 
alone and die. 

Always awe-lnepiring. daath beeams 
mysteriously sublime In the case of 
Moses. He had been a lonely man all 
hi^ life—lonely amid a multitude. To 
the last he walked a aolltary way. as 
Is the lot of all great aoula. Now, his 
lips still w’arm with a farewell song 
to the people for whom he had s}>«at 
his life, and his counsels and exhor¬ 
tations for their welfare still echoing 
In the air. ho vigorously breasted the 
heights of Mt. Nebo; for "his eye was 
not dim, nor his natural force abated”; 
that he might, alone with the God 
whom tie had so often communed oa 
the mountain top. catch a vision of the, 
Idng-deslred land of promise, and then 
lie down to the rest which he had so^ 
well merited. 

A Grave Without a Tomb. 

Aa recent events show, the laborer 
Is often permitted to see the results oft 
hie toil before closing hie ey«a forever..

And he burled 
him In the vklley In the land of Moab 
over against Beth-peor: but no man 
knoweth of his sepulchre unto this 
day.”
